RELATING HIS ADVENTURES IN 
THE WEST. 


He Thinks Terae a Great Siate—He Roplies to Let- 
ters Condemning Him for Kis Views--May 
« Day atan Academy—How He was Wei- 
cemed Home by His Family. 


The Transcontinental railroad is the north- 
ern line that runs from east to west through 
northern Texas. It traverses 4 beautiful 
country ,reaching from Texarkana to Sherman 
‘and is backed by the Red river valley all the 
way. The timber region eastward sustains 
pome pleasant villages, but where the prairie 
begins the change is easily seen, for it is the 
land that makes the larger cities. Clarksville 
and Blossom Prairie, and Paris and Honey 
Grove, and Bonham, and Sherman feed and 
thrive upon the rich products of prairie land.
